These  were  similar  to  1941*  During  the  year  a weeKly  Venereal 
Diseases  Clinic  was  opened  at  the  bettering  and  District  General 
Hospital  by  the  North amp conshire  County  Council. 


Under  the  Scabies  Order.  1941?  treatment  for  scabies  and 
verminous  conditions  was  offered  free  of  cost  and  105  cases  were 
dealt  with.  Cases  are  referred  for  treatment  by  medical 
practitioners,  health  visitors  and  district  nurses. 


Diphtheria  immunisation  was  carried  out  at  the  Maternity  and 
Child.  Welfare  Clinics  at  Wilbarston  and  Cottingham,  and.  in  the 
schools  in  the  other  villages. 

The  cotal  number  of  children  who  completed  the  full  course 
of  immunisation  from  1st  January  to  31st  December,  1542,  was  as

of  Food.

Sanitary  Inspector  and  Surveyor. 

Water  Supply.  There  was  no  shortage  of  water  during  the  year. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal.  No  new  works  of  sewerage  have 
been  carried  out.  The  village  septic  tames  were  cleaned  out. 

A sale  of  crops  from  Broughton  Sewage  Disposal  Worms  realised 
£33*  8s.  7d. 


Scavenging.  Hard  refuse  was  collected  in  1 2 villages,  and  night 
soil  in  5 villages.  31  tons  of  paper,  realising  £216.  10s.  0. 

was  cold  for  salvage,  about  10  tons  of  tins,  and  2 tons  of  bones.

(b)  Factories  and  Workshops.  Two  cases  of  defective  sanitary 
accommodation  and  three  cases  of  insufficient  cleanliness  were 
remedied.  No  formal  notices  were  served. 

'(c)  Moveable  Dwellings.  Eleven  licenses  were  granted  during 
the  year  for  the  use  of  moveable  dwellings.  9 are  stationed  at 
Weldon,  1 at  Stanion  and  1 at  Cottingham.  Licenses  are  granted 
for  a period  of  twelve  months. 

(d)  Mik  Supply.  72  samples  of  milic  were  submitted  to  the 
County  Council  for  examination  by  the  methylene  blue  test. 

45  proved  good,  10  moderate  and  17  bad. 

. (e)  Meat  and  Other  Foods.  No  slaughtering  of  animals  to  be 

sold  for  human  food  was  carried  out  in  the  district  during  the 
year,  as  all  such  animals  are  now  killed  in  the  centralised 
abattoirs  of  the  Ministry  of  Food.  Private  slaughtering  of 
cottagers'  pigs  continues,  and  there  is  one  knacker's  yard,  in 
an  isolated  position,  in  use  in  the  district. 

(f ) Food  preparing  /premises.  There  are  21  bakehouses,  2 fried 
fish  shops,  and  ’>0  butchers'  premises  in  use  in  the  area.  Five 
cases  of  insufficient  cleanliness  were  dealt  with.
